Oxford Doctor of Laws, as LED. is of the Cambridge Doctor. 
This is so well known among informed persons that any one 
appending the letters to his name is as surely assumed to be the 
bearer of a diploma from the University as is an FRCS. to be 
в Fellow of the College of Surgeons, or a С.В. to be а Companion 
of the Bath, That diploma is а coveted and valuable distinction, 
ranted only to members who have gained it after residence and 
examination, or to distinguished men on whom it has been con- 
ferred honoris самай, as it was the other day on Sir J. Lubbock 
Ind Sir W. Grove. The fact is that Mr. Lee did once matriculate 
ft Oxford, but left without any degreo, save that, by virtue of а 
now obsolete statute, he was allowed to put the worthless letters 
БСТ. after his name.

Accordingly, the author fast 
on “the visible, tangible, and audible manifestations,” by whi 
we presume we are to understand materialized spirit forms 
speak, and сап be tonchod and handled, and with one fell aw 

lismisses them as impostors. “In America, permit us to B 
all these manifestations, the latest-invented ones not excep 
aro ‘known and read of all men’ as detected and exposed ішр 
tions" In the same spirit the Davenports are styled “a fat 
of vile and detected impostors” ‘The Holmes mediums 
unnaturally fall in for similar treatment. The author is famil 
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only with the half truths published by newspaper writers, whose

Another resource of those who have a weak case to present

For 
the rest, the circumstances in which these poems were writton 
sufficiently excuse their faults, The greater part Chatterton 
penned in Bristol, at intervals snatched from the labours that 
alone fully occupied his mind. They were, one and all, hastily 
ап carelessly. ү together, and considered, even by their author, 
mere trifles. In London he wooed the Muse but seldom. Poli- 
tical essays contributed to the Freeholder and Middlesex Journal, 
with tales and prose sketches for the magazines of the day, 
mainly employed him until August. His last poems were two 
short celogues, composed when the African project began to stir 
in his mind. ‘That failing, death became inevitable. If aught 
loft tho poets pen during the last fateful weeks in Brooke Streot, 
it was asauredly not verse. Не would be a strange mortal who, 
in the black Valley of the Shadow, should find heart for song.

Daring, high 
independence; disdain to lean on others; а capacity to ju 
‘and energy to act for himself,—he possessed all these : his death, 
if it lacked firmness, exhibited courage. But how eloquently

After the death of Moses, the people began more and more to 
ose the spirit of tho law that he had left them, entangled in the 
mazes of the letter.

And now the last of the long line of prophets had borne 
witnoss against tbe blind eyes and unbelieving hearts around h 
and һай departed, foretelling thom of the glory that was когу) 
be revealed. For four hundred years there came no message ff 
God to disturb their peace, and doubtless they thought that 
hind told them all they nesded (o know. What need to mond 
moasago to thom? They were not as their fathers who had ali 
tho prophots.{ If God should think fi to send yet another of 
servants, thoy would not reject him, for they knew already. 
that ho could tell them. God surely had now spoken for the 
time, and they waited but for that Messias to come who sh 
restore all things, and give to Israel ber judges a, 
first, and her councillors as at tho beginning. More epiritual 
their generation, the prophets bad looked through the great galt! 
the centuries, and bad told of the far results of Christ's tenchi 
ан if coincident with his comi 
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God's chosen people which they contained, For four hundred 
Urs нагона they һай built their бене and anjoinrs on 
Xo splendid imagery of the prophets, and had altogether lost sight 
of tho grand spiritual traths which that imagery bat faintly 
thadowed forth. For four hundred years had the blind been lending. 
tho blind, and now tho end was near, God's church was n house 
divided aguinst itself; sect after sect had arisen, ench founding its 
Authority on Moses and the Prophots: there were the Pharisoos, 
woli-righteous and wise in their own eyes; tho Saddueces, intolerant 
And bitter in their seepticism ; the Herodians, renogades from thei 
‘eountry’s theocracy ; the Essenos, who strove by the loftinoss of 
Ilir morality and the parity of their lives to show men how to 
live when religion could do so mo longer. All these we know of, 
And there were perhaps many more. And whilst their teachers 
‘wrangled about the tithing of mint and of cummin, and tho 
washing of brazen vessels and of platters, the poor werd lefl to 
sink under the “heavy burdens, grievous to bear,” which were laid 
upon them, tho kingdom of heaven was shut against them, and 
there was no man to tell them of the rest that awaited the weary, 
ог to guide them to the promised land that now seemed so very far 
off. And dark as is this picture, it was yet the brightest: pago in 
the world's history. If these things were done in the tree that was 
ot green, what was dono in the dry? In the Gentile world all 
ith was long since dead : their religions ceremonies were bocome 
а, solemn farce, recompense or retribution beyond the grave a tale 
that could searcely frighten children ; their very sages but spont 
their timo in ever hearing or seeing some now thing, or seeking 
after that wisdom which always mocked their grasp. God's chosen 
рон, and the heaton world around Шев, wero alike groping fr 
he light, if haply they might find it; and the Light came, aud 
“shined in darkness, and the darkness comprehended it not.” 

For now heaven and hell alike burst upon this world, which was 
boginning to doubt the existence of either.t After so long а timo 
there arose onee moro а prophet in Israel. Now is the timo for 
God's ministers, the righteous Pharisees, to show their faith, and

But 
people heard him gladly, and were baptised of him in Jordan,

They were looking for a king of 
royal lino of David, with a mighty retinue of eaptains and coun 
cillors and judges: and, behold, the son of a carpenter, with а f 

oor fisherinon for his only followers !_ Had he not come, too, f 
Жашты, в den of robbere, whose ill-repato ind passed int ff 
proverb? ‘They were looking for ono who should east off th 
galling yoke of Casar, and tramplo their haughty foes undor ihi 
foot; ond this man bade them yield to Cosar tho money whieh 
bore Севат'в stamp, and suffored not his followers to fight, beca 
his kingdom was not from hence. Bat we should wrong tho Jo 
if we supposed that they rejected the light only beeause their hop 
of earthly power were overthrown. "They had far bottor ronsoit 
than that. "The prophets had said that Mossias should consot 
‘with the great of the land, bnt Jesus * receiveth sinners and eate 
‘rth them the prophets had told of «abundance of ponco eo 
ne tho moon ondureth," but Jesus said, * I come not to send peat 
on earth, but a sword "; Moses һай said, < Ап eyo for an суо @ 

п tooth for a tooth,”t and Jesus said, “ Soo that yo resist not evi 
‘Moses hind suffored а wife to bo divorced, but Jesus said that чб 
did this committed adultery.l| This fellow, then, taught the peo 
to dospiso the law of Moses, and pervorted the nation ;§ he waa 
Dblasphemer and a deceiver, and had his power from the prince of th 
devils, Tt was im vain that Jesus showed them that the law û 
Moses was imporfoct through the hardness of their hearts;** th 
ii was they, not he, who did dishonour to that law, by obscuring 
‘with traditions and commandments of men; by holding the dà 
letter, and forgetting tho ^^ judgraent and meruy and faith," whid 
were its very life and soul ; in vain he told them that they, nol 
were blind leaders of the blind; be warned them that their bla 
phemy was such as had потег forgiveness, for they called evil 
and good evil, and ascribed to the power of Salan what was Î 
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very trath the work of God, and known as such to all men, not by 
the doubtful application of prophetic symbolism, but by the light 
of the reason within them, and by the unchanging law that good 
ım 'only come from good. In vain: for their eyes were holden, 
that they could not see. 

But amongst tho common people, there were many that heard 
him gladly. "They could not diseorn subtle questions of the law, 
hey could not bear the grievous burdens of forms and ceremonies 
that were laid upon them; and they were fain to go to one who 
promised understanding to babes and sucklings, rest to the weary 
find heavy-laden, and whose only Јат was love. And many more 
followed him, not for the comfortable words that he spake, but 
because they saw the miracles that he did; because they did oat 
of the loaves and wore filled. And very many followed him, whoso 
goodness was ав а morning clond, and. passed away as the early 
dew; who woro ready one day to cry, “Hosanna to the'Bon of 
David,” and the next, “ Огпейу him, crucify him." And there wero 
^ Гоу who heard and bolioved, and bore fruit a thousand-fold, And 
these thoir Mastor, ere he left them, sent ont into the world to bear 
the good tidings he зай told them to every creature. He promised 
that he would “bo with them alway, even unto the end of tho 
world.” Ho assured them, too, that whosoover believed on his 
name, should do the works that be had done, and gronter works 
than these. And they wont out, speaking with tho burning 
eloquenco of truth, and thousands turned to hear them. 

‘Tho new faith had no formal creed, stereotyped and fixed for 
evermore, Jesus had said, «І have many things to вау unto you, 
but yo cannot hear them now," and had promised that the Spirit 
of ‘ruth should come and guide his disciples into all truth, but ho 
lad fixed no limits to the operation of that Spirit; he had pre- 
scribed no channels, or seasons, or persons, for it was tho (тео gift 
of God, “ who distributeth to every man sovorally as Не will," Nor 
had tho apostles ventured to sot bounds to. what their Master had 
loft free. Nowhere do they elaim to havo said all that Jesus had 
loft unsaid; they saw that they could but “know in part, and 
prophesy in part"? and they welcomed the same inspiration in 
others that thoy Бай in themselves,§ and fenrod only lest that in- 
aspiration should not be used aright. Бо even the last of the twelve, 
writing sixty years after his Masters death, looks forward to yel 
farther revelations in the time to como, but warns his hearers to 
‘believe not every spirit, bnt try the spirits."|) 

But as Moses had warned the Jews of falso teachers that should 
tomo into the world, and hardly alluded to the long line of true 
prophets that should supplement the law that he had given thom, 
во Christ's disciples warned their hearers again and again of the 
false prophets that should arise after them, to undo the work that

many and weighty differences of beliof, mainly arising from 
‘ance, and these, perhaps they may have thought, should bo remo 
by using tho light they had, ere they sought for more, Some 
not во much as heard of the Holy Ghost; others maintninod th 
the resurrection was alrendy pst; ye others wero in doubt whet 
thoy wore still bound by the law of cireumeision, and the old c 
these said thoy wore of Paul, those of Cephus, 6 
Christ. Again, just ns Moses had foretold ош 


spoken of * abundance of peace jowlodge of the Lof 
covering the earth as tho waters cover the sea" eventa which hi 
not yet come to pass--as if they were to be signs and accompan 
ments of Christ's eoming;—so whon Jesus and His apostles fort 
His own second advent, they, too, thus foreshorten their view, 
represent ns instantaneous, events which will really como to 60 
pletion аз slowly as the glorious promises of tho prophets, whi 
are yot in course of being fulfilled. And this is made tho mot 
manifest in that they seem to have expected the end to come 
their own lifetime, thus giving to us no obseare indication that 
prophecy all perspective is lost.+ 

But tho spiritual gifts the great Teacher haa promised to all 
should believe in His name grew less and less frequent, till at 1 
they disappeared altogether. Down to the beginning of the fifth cen 
tury, tho early fathers of the church testify to having seen mirael 
perormed—even the dead raised to life. And after, throug 
® night of long centuries, we hear of no moro, but of ignorance and 
‘superstition, and blind worsbipping of lifeless forms, aud of priests 
‘ornft and avarice, and of bloody wars and murders, and eruel 
turos, all carried on in the name of a God of Love. Save that ha 
а Pagan emperor, and thero а mouk, whose very namo is forgot 
spoke words that have lived till now, because they breathe к 
thing of the spirit of that Master, of whom the first had heard оп 
пя а fanatic, who had died a felons death, and the last only ku 
after twelve centuries, and through a foreign tongue. 

Once more God's ministers are troubled, and another prop 
arises to toll them that they are worshippers of Mammon, not 
God; that they have betrayed their trust, and proved falso at heat

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to the Master, whom with their lips they served. Much, indeed, 
had Luther of the old regenerating fire, the spirit of the prophets 
of the fore-timo ; but, alas, with the taros be rooted up some of tho 
Wheat also. Miraeulous powers had often been falsely assumed 
by the Chureh, had often, when real, been prostituted to the vilost 
‘uses, but they were none the less of God ; but Luther and Luther's 
followers have put a ban upon them for evermore, Aftor the Refor- 
mation, saintly miracles and. witchcraft disappeared together, and 
‘wore heard of never again. Only here and there a sect sprang np, 
claiming а renewal of that inspiration, and that wonder.working 
power which the Church had forfeitod. "Quakers, Swedenborgians, 
‘and in this last century Irvingites, each condemning all others ва 
sorcerers, in the spirit of those who criod, “ Lord, we saw one 
ensting out devils in thy name, and we forbade him, because ho 
followeth not us," 

But miracles, recognised as such by the Church at largo, have 
cowed, "Tho king has forbidden God to work a miraclo here"; 
the priests have sealed His lips, and buried Him їп llis own 
temple, as in u grave, for evermore.“ Henceforth,” they say, ‘tif 
God speak at all, Ho must speak through our mouths, for to us Не 
Jus entrusted His oracles.” Ве it so, then. How have they fal- 
filled their trust? Where is now the love which was to bo tho sign 
unto all men of Christ's disciples ? Is it gone, and have wo left in 
its stead only that ойрот theologici which has become a bye-word 
Чо the world? God forbid, But, at least, love bas ceased to be 
thought the one thing needful. Whilst those who should have fed 
us with the bread of life are wrangling about the manner of tho 
knife whieh is to cut it, and the fashion of the platter on which it 
shall bo served, the ministry is passing on to other hands than 
theirs, for

‘Tho priests tell us that they are our God-appointed guides. Dui 
the Master who gave them this authority, whon His spiritual power 
‘wns questioned, established it by a material sign : “That yo may 
mow that the Bon of Man hath power on earth to forgive sins . . .

ill they * pray over the sick, anointing him with oil in the паше 
of the Lord"? Tt is but a few years since thal, Sir Win. ‘Thomson, 
challenged the Chureh to just such a trial as this. “ Yon call on 
тв," he said, ‘to believe in the effieacy of prayer: prove, what you 
сап prove, that prayer has power to вате the sick, and wo will bo- 
lieve, what you can not prove, that it has power to purify tho soul." 
Why did they not thon accopt the challenge? They did not need 
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ап ünbeliever to ask them. They bad Christ's warranty fo 
doing, and that of bis disciple.* And if they cannot prove thi 
they have the less, how shall they be believed when they lay d 
to the greater? ‘But tho Church has been weighed in a higl 
lance than this, and found wanting. Listen to their own 
dence against themselves: The director of a Church Mission int 
Barbican said latoly that twelve or fifteen years ago, when first th 
mission was set on foot, he found amongst all those thousands 
опо who was really an Atheist—but опо who was fully porsué 
of his unbelief. Now, he knows of hundreds such—the god 
tidings which he has preached notwithstanding. Do I blame hint 
No. "Phe fault is not his alone; it is the fault of us all, Ono, 
the great Ohurch societies confesses with sorrow that <“ the majori 
of our intelligent artizans and mechanies are Beenlarists," в seg 
who look for no future, and acknowledge no God. Or hear Р 
Clifford urge us, with mournful stoieism, to work whilst wo may 
for, this life dono, wo have no other to hope for.t Not ono, bit 
all, aro crying, + Who will show us any good?"
